_USPS again selling 
Summer Olympic items

The U.S. Postal Service has resumed 
the sale of Summer Olympie stamps, 
postal stationery, and philatelic prod- 
ucts. 

The items, which were withdrawn 
from sale March 11 as a show of support 
for President Carter's position that no 
U.S. athletes would participate in the 
games unless Soviet troops were pulled 
out of Afghanistan, were returned to 
sale last Monday ~~ one day after the 
close of the summer Games in Moscow. ° 

Timing was an important factor in the 
decision to return the items to sale. In 
announcing the resumption of sales, 
Postmaster General William F. Bolger 
noted, “With the Olympics ending Sun- 
day (Aug. 3), the items will not serve to 
promote the event.” 

Not only was the sale timed to coin- 
cide with ths end of the Summer 
Games, but the announcement of the 
sales offer came only about an hour be- 
fore about 450 members of the U.S. 
Olympic team received gold-plated 
“Olympic” medals from ths president as 
tokens of appreciation for not going to 
the games. ; 


Symbolic gesture 

Three reasons were given for return- 
ing the items to sale. Postal officials at- 
tributed the move, in part, to a symbolic 
gesture of support for the Olympic 
movement. ` 

Originally, the items were withdrawn 
from sale as an expression of support 
for the president's announcement of a 
boycott of the Moscow Games, not as a 


wens. 

Because Postal Service policy prohi- 
bits the issuances of commemorative 
stamps for persons until ten years after 
their death. (this does not include me- 
morial postal issues), Owens will not be 
eligible for commemoration on a stamp 
until March 31, 1990 at the earliest. 

. Barlier threat 

With this in mind, Bolger noted how- 
ever, Therg ia nothing to deter us from 
honoring hig memory in concert with ° 
- the honor we pay to all the members of 
’ pur 1980 Summer Olympic team.” De- 
spite an earlier threat by Bolger that he 
would not hesitate “flooding” the mar- 


ket with the remaining stocks of Sum- 
mer Olympic items if some dealers don't 
stop taking advantage of the situation 
by overcharging collectors for the 
withdrawn items, that reportedly did 
not figure into the decision to resume 
selling the items. 


Sale of the Summer Olympic items is 
being restricted to the Philatelic Sales 
Division in Washington, D.C. The items 
will not be available from local post of- 
fices. Over-the-counter and mail order 
sales of the Olympic items are being 
limited to the sales division so that the 
collectors served by post offices where 
supplies of the items may have been 
limited will have ample opportunity to 
buy what they want. 

To make things easier, the Postal 
Service has waived the normal $5 mini- 
mum purchase requirement and the 50- 
cent handling fee which apply to mail 
orders. To be eligible for this type of 
special treatment, collectors are re- 
quired to order only the Summer Olym- 
pic items. Orders whch call for Summer 
Olympic issues and other postal items 
or issues must meet the $5 minimum 
and include the necessary handling fee. 


Sales will be conducted on a first- 
come-first served basis, notes .the 
USPS. Requests should be addressed to:
